The charge that the rebels of the 


South were conspiring to secure the 
allowance of their claims for property 
destroyed in the war was made by the 
Republican party long before the S|. 
Louis Convention, and it was as well 
known at the time of that convention 
as at any smbsequent time that one of 
the leading issues of the campaign 
would be tbe payment of these claims. 
So tnuoh hud the subject been diacuss 
ed, and so often had the charge been

State Convention, and several others, 
felt it to be necessary to declare against 
them. 
But the Democratic National 


Convention ignored the subject estire-

without committing 


itself to an opposition to these claims. 
But as the canvass progressed, and evi- 
dence waa piled on evidence, till uns 
prejudiced minds could no longer re- 
sist the conclusion that the 
charge 


made by the Republican party was 
true, Mr. Tilden became convinced 
that something must be done to save 
the Democratic party from a terrible 
defeat, and he cornea out with a long 
letter declaring it to be his intention to 
veto all bills allowing pay to rebels for 
property deatroyed in thu war.
